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ADVANCES IN LEDGERS. 


The Manufacturers Notify the Trade 
of Change in Discounts. 








On Brown’s and Weston’s Papers the Discount Is Re- 
duced from Twenty-five to Fifteen Per Cent.— 
Parsons’ “‘ Scotch’ Is Now Listed in 
Ream Prices—The New List in Full, 





Notices of advances in ledger papers surprised the New 
York trade last Saturday. These became effective February 1. 
The advance on Crane’s, Brown’s and Weston’s No. 1 
ledgers amount to 10 per cent. This has been brought 
about by changing the discount to 15 per cent. instead of 
25 per cent. on Brown’s and Weston’s and from 30 per cent. 
to 20 per cent. on Crane’s. In the “Scotch” linen ledgers, 
manufactured by the Parsons Paper Company, of Holyoke, 
Mass., there has been a radical change in that these papers 
are now sold on a ream basis instead of by the pound, as 
heretofore. All the company’s ledger weights are now 
listed at the same figures as Crane’s, Brown’s and West- 
on’s. But Parson’s discount on the heavier paper is 25 
per cent. instead of 15 per cent. allowed by the other man- 
ufacturers. So the marks of distinction now existing be- 
tween the Parsons list and that of the others is that Par- 
sons’ is a full 10 per cent. less than the others on the ledger 
weights, while on the lighter weights the Parsons price 
list is about 7 per cent. under that of the other manufac- 
turers. . ~ 

Under the old arrangement the Parsons Paper Com- 
pany sold its 20x29-54 pound and all heavier weights at 
22 cents per pound. Its smaller sizes, beginning with 
19x24-44 pound, were sold for 20 cents per pound. Now 
oth light and heavy weights are listed at so much per ream, 
with an even 25 per cent. discount on both 
been stated, the Parsons Company allows 10 per cent. 
more than the other manufacturers on the heavy weights. 
In the light weights the difference in the net prices can 
be seen by comparing the figures in each on double 
caps, flat caps, folios and royals with the net price for the 
Scotch” double cap. The latter, for instance, sells for 
$6 per ream or 30 cents per pound. Less 25 per cent. 
makes the net price 22% cents. The caps and folios of 
he other manufacturers are 28 cents per pound, which, 
with the discount of 15 per cent., brings the price on 
them to 23.80 cents, as against 22% cents for the double 
ap of the Parsons Company. 

On their second grades of ledger paptrs there has also 
been an increase in price. Brown’s “Advance,” for in- 
tance, which used to sell for 20 cents, less 10 pem cent., 

now 20 cents net. Weston’s “Defiance,” which for- 
nerly sold at 18 cents net, is now 20 cents net per pound. 

The reasons for the advances stated above are outlined 
n the following circular letter to the trade: 


lo the Trade: 


Owing to the greatly increased cost of materials entering 
“ the manufacture of high grade papers we are com- 
lled to advance the price of some of the grades which we 
nastiiastan. Coal has advanced nearly or quite 100 per 
ent., and the best grades of stock have all made mate- 
rial advances. We are also obliged to pay more for labor 
ind grant shorter hours. All these conditions have made 
in advance in paper a necessity. Our Scotch linen ledgers 
have for years been classed with the best standard grades, 
and we have decided to base our prices, for these papers, 
upon the same ream price list, copy of which we enclose. 
We think all dealers will appreciate this change, as it 
will enable them to obtain a legitimate profit, whether the 
papers are sold in case lots or small quantities. 
It will be our endeavor to give our best attention to

In addition to the atiinaah on ledger papers a slight 
advance has also been made on “Royal Bond,” “Old 
Hampden Bond” and all other papers of Parsons Paper 
Company’s make. 

In the New York market the oldest inhabitant of either 
Duane or Beekman streets fails to recall exactly the date 
of the previous change in the price of ledger papers. One 
man ventured the guess that the last change was a reduc- 
tion of 5 per cent., made on February 1, 1891, by the Par- 
sons Paper Company. It is no wonder, therefore, that the 
advance in ‘edgers surprised the trade. 


STRAW BOARD MILLS. 


Some Projects to Increase Their 
Number This Year. 





The Chicago Coated Board and Piermont Paper Companies 
Interest Will Build Three Mills—Empire Paper Com-~ 
pany Will Build at Vincennes—Another Mill at 
Mount Vernon, Ind.—Chip Millsin the East. 


Reports of new board mill projects are just now quite 
numerous. Should all the mills that are planned be built 
within a year the outside production of straw board will, 
no doubt, be enough to cause the United Box Board and 
Paper Company some uneasiness. As things are today 
that company makes over go per cent. of the straw board 
produced in the country. A rough calculation of its ton- 
nage is given as 521 tons daily, as against about 50 tons of 
straw board made by independent mills for the market. 
The almost complete monopoly enjoyed by the company in 
this kind of board is responsible for a large share of the 
proposed opposition, as the projectors of the new enter- 
prises, no doubt, see in this monopoly their chief advantage, 
their line of reasoning being that the disgruntled consum- 
ers, dealers and middlemen all over the country will flock 
to them, even at the same prices charged by the big board 
company. However this may be, and whatever the reasons 
are for the building of new mills, the statement that a num- 
ber of board mills will be built within a year is evidently 
true. 

Of these new projects referred to the one that is said 
to be backed by the gentlemen connected with the Chi- 
cago Coated Board Company and the Piermont Paper 
Company is the most important. The plan of these gen- 
tlemen contemplates the erection of straw board mills in 
Indiana, Ohio and either Maryland or Delaware. The 
three mills together will turn out between 100 to 120 
tons of straw board. A site for the Indiana mill has al- 
ready been selected at Lafayette and the machinery or- 
dered for the plant. This mill when completed will be 
absolutely up to date. It is to be constructed entirely 
of steel, iron, stone and brick. At-first only one machine 
will be put in each plant. The buildings, however, will 
be made large enough to receive others as the occasion 
requires. This mill at Lafayette, Ind., is expected to be 
running by next August. 
to be built in Ohio and in Maryland are as yet unknown. 
But that they will be built there is little doubt. In con- 
nection with these projected mills the story goes that the 
gentlemen interested have already made contracts with 
soston and 


The exact locations of those 


some of the largest consumers of boards in 
New York, wheréby b8x makers in those cities are to 
take practically the whole production of the new straw 
board mills. 

Another new straw board mill that will be running 
within the year is that of the Empire Paper Company, 
which is to be built at Vincennes, Ind. This company 
has already been referred to in THe Paper TRADE JourR- 
NAL. In the previous reports, however, it was stated that 


the company would probably build at Laurel, Md., or some- 
where in that State. This part of the plan has been given 
up as a better location was found at Vincennes. The town 
of Vincennes has, according to report, given the new com- 


pany 14 acres of land, and has promised to exempt the 
company from taxes for a number of years. Among the 
paper box makers who are reported to be interested in the 
Empire Board Company are G. A. Bister, of Philadelphia, 
Pa.; Mr. Helmus, of Helmus & Dryfus, and Mr. Schenk,

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FAIR BUSINESS IN PROGRESS. 


Some Jobbing Centres Are Quieter—Advances in Ledgers 
and Other Writing Papers—Mills 
Continue Busy. 








In the New York jobbing trade the report in regard to 
business so far this month is that the demand is not quite 
as active as the dealers would like to see it. The mill 
agents, on the other hand, still continue to say that they 
are receiving all the orders that they care to handle. Still, 
notwithstanding the report of the mill men, the prevailing 
opinion in the market this week is that new business is not 
as plentiful as it has been. There are, however, no signs 
of weakness anywhere discernible in the paper field. On 
the contrary, this week marks a new epoch in the trade, 
for on Monday an advance of 10 per cent. in high class 
ledgers went into effect. Notices of these advances 
reached the New York writing dealers only on the pre- 
vious Saturday. Naturally the change in the old discounts 
created a stir, as the trade has come to look on ledger 
prices and discounts as immutable. Some advance, about 
10 per cent., has also been made in certain bond papers 
made by the Parsons Paper Company, of Holyoke, Mass. 
A small advance of one-quarter of a cent in their laid 
writings is announced by Knowlton Brothers, of Water- 
town, N. Y. While these are all the positive advances 
made, still the trade takes it for granted that the other 
manufacturers of high grade ledger papers will follow 
the lead of Crane, Brown, Weston and Parsons, and in- 
crease the prices of their papers. As stated in another col- 
umn, the reasons for the advance are increased cost of 
stock, coal and labor. Now that the ledger men have felt 
forced to put up their prices the whole market will be 
strengthened for a time at least. Everything in the ledger, 
bond and high grade writing lines will certainly be firmer 
in consequence of this advance on No. ft ledgers. It 
should be added that the argument in regard to increased 
cost of manufacture holds goods on practically all kinds 
of paper. Advances to meet in part this increased cost 
have already been made on news paper, book papers, low 
grade writings, manila papers, box boards, binders’ 
boards, paper bags, sheathing papers, &c. Still, notwith- 
standing the advances made on the various kinds and 
grades of paper and boards, the manufacturers claim that 
they have not put up prices in proportion to the increase 
in the cost of production. Whether further advances will 
take place is, of course, hard to predict. But of one thing 
the trade is quite positive, and that is that there will be no 
important reductions in prices for some time to come.

Philadelphia Gets Notice of Ledger Advance. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


PHILADELPHIA, February 2, 1903.—Notice reached this 
city on Saturday, without preliminary warning, that a 10 
per cent. increase in the price of high grade ledger papers 
would be made today, and was received with mingled feel- 
ings of pleasure and vexation by dealers. 

The advance was effected by a reduction from 25 to 
15 per cent. in the discount allowed on consignments of 
ledgers made by the L. L. Brown, Byron Weston and 
Parsons paper companies. As jobbers almost invariably 
have broken reams of every weight and variety, and as they 
will practically be unable to make an inventory by the 5th 
of the month, when a statement of stock must be sent to 
the manufacturers, the sudden announcement of the ad- 
vance means that the jobbers themselves will have to sus- 
tain the increase as a loss on the broken reams on their 
har.ds. ’ 

It is stated that no advance of the present kind has taken 
place in ledger paper since 1879. On the other hand the 
advance in ledgers indicates the solid character of the ac- 
tivity in- sales and the firmness of prices. With ledgers 
advanced, increases all along the line are pretty sure to fol- 
low. And so the news of an advance was ‘received with 
some satisfaction, as a prophecy of good business, and firm 
prices continue to rule. 

Jobbers found an improved business last week over the 
preceding one. Values were firmly held then, but were 
even firmer this week. The recent advance of % to 4% 
cent in book papers set the pace for other qualities and the 
announcement of the advance in ledgers received today has 
already strengthened an already strong market, just as it 
gave an indication of future activity and firm tone. 

Shipments are being received more freely this week and 
less complaint is heard among jobbers. Demand is good 
for nearly all grades and there is no quibbling over ad- 
vanced prices. E. R. G.

Miami Valley Trade Satisfactory.

Dayton, Ohio, February 2, 1903.—Business continues 
as satisfactorily as could be desired for the season. 
February promises to be as prolific of surprises as its 
predecessor of last year. It has generally been consid- 
ered a rather dull month, just between seasons, but the 
manner in which orders have been received indicates 
that the month will pan out nicely. “The best grades 
are in demand and will continue to be for some time,” 
tradesman who has been unusually well 
favored this year. “The spring will find all mills in a 
state of congestion. We like this prevailing prosperity, 
but would rather not have it prolonged by failure to meet 
exigencies. In other words, the delays on the railroads 
and a few other handicaps will result in lengthening the 
period of great prosperity which is upon us. It would 
be much better were we in shape to fill all orders 
promptly and have new trade at hand every week.” It 
is the opinion of all that prices should be boosted. The 
increased cost of production, due to an advance in raw 
materials, coal, &c., justifies immediate action, but while 
this is true there are other circumstances which mill men 
are taking into consideration. It has been some time 
since prices have remained as firm.

of Schenk & Schlicte, of New York. The mill at Vin- 
cennes will make at least 30 tons of straw board daily. 

Still another forthcoming addition to the list of new 
straw board mills is that which was announced in THE 
Paper TrapeE JourNAL of last week. This mill will be 
located at Mt. Vernon, Ind. It will turn out 35 tons 
daily on a 125 inch machine. Eastern capitalists are said 
to be back of this enterprise. 

In the way of chip and specialty mills there are stories 
to the effect that a chip mill will soon be erected some- 
where near the city of Rochester, N. Y., for the purpose 
of supplying the box factories in that and neighboring 
cities. A mill that will turn out 50 tons of all kinds of 
specialties in boards is promised as one of important addi- 
tions to the board mills of the country. This mill will 
use cotton wood, spruce wood, will make its own sulphite, 
and will produce all kinds of specialties in boards. It 
will be located in the Central West. The plans for its 
erection are now well under way. Still, as the men back 
of the scheme are reticent in regard to the project, very 
little will probably be known about their plans till the de- 
tails of the enterprise are all completed. 


Dendro-Chemical Investigations. 

In his annual report Gifford Pinchot, chief of the 
United States Bureau of Forestry, speaking as to the 
work accomplished, says: 

“Under co-operative plans arranged last year between 
the Bureau of Forestry and the Bureau of Chemistry, the 
following dendro-chemical studies were carried on: 

“Standard Pulp Woods and Untried Species Probably 
Suitable for Paper Pulp—The rapid exhatstion of the 
supply of standard pulp woods renders it imperative to 
discover, if possible, other equally useful species. To 
demonstrate the usefulness of pulp of certain plentiful 
timbers not yet used for that purpose will be exceedingly 
valuable if it can be done. Wherever supplies of such 
timber are present the life of the wood pulp paper in- 
dustry may be greatly extended, 

“The species being studied are white spruce, black 
spruce, red spruce, balsam fir, red pine, white pine, lob- 
lolly pine, hemlock, arborvite, Southern white cedar. 
aspen, large tooth aspen, cottonwood, white birch, bass- 
wood, red maple, silver maple, tulip tree and black gum 

“The study of these woods embraces the preparation 
of pulp from their woods and the manufacture of com- 
mercial paper in accordance with standard methods of 
manufacture. A detailed microscopic study is also being 
made of the wood fibres as an additional means of ascer- 
taining the structural basis of the excellence or unfitness 
of certain fibres for the manufacture of paper. The paper 
produced will be subject to thorough tests, including 
the wear and strains to which they are subjected in 
actual use. 

“Removal of resin from fir pulp woods—In connection 
with the géneral investigation of pulp woods a special at- 
tempt is being made to devise a cheap treatment which shall 
remove all the resin in fir woods, or at least a sufficient part 
of it, to permit its reduction to pulp by grinding without 
clogging the reducing stones.” 

As to the work for the coming year he says: 

“Dendro chemical investigations—Chemical investigations 
of woods, barks and gums to determine their production of 
tan extracts and of the adaptation of untried pulp woods 
for the manufacture of paper pulp will be continued in co- 
operation with the Bureau of Chemistry. “The lines of this 
work will be considerably broadened to include examina- 
tions of new material and the manufacture and testing of 
papers made from untried woods. 

“Removal of resin from pulp woods—In connection with 
the investigation of pulp woods, experiments will be con- 
tinued to devise a method of cheaply removing resin from 
fir woods in order to facilitate their reduction by grinding 
to pulp. Similar experiments will be made also with in 
ferior pine wood, which, if freed from resin, can be used 
for certain grades of paper.” 


Androscoggin Pulp Company’s New Mill. 

Brunswick, Me., February 2, 1903.—Henry McNally, 
superintendent of the Androscoggin Pulp Company’s pulp 
mill here, has been at work of late with a crew of men sur- 
veying for a coffer dam over what is known as the Cove 
Work is to be commenced at once on this coffer dam on 
the site of a new pulp mill. 

The mill will be 200 feet long, 100 feet wide and two 
stories in height. It will have eight grinders and will turn 
out 50 tons of pulp a day. The details are not yet fully 
completed for the entire structure, but they are far enough 
advanced to warrant this preliminary survey.

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COAL SITUATION EASIER. 


As a Rule Mills Are Getting Fairly Regular Supplies— 
Prices Have Dropped Somewhat, but Rule High 
Yet—No Milis Reported Short of Fuel.

New England Situation Easier.

Boston, Mass., February 3, 1903. 


As the weeks roll by the coal situation in this city and 
throughout New England grows much easier. While 
prices on both soft and hard coal have been kept up in this 
market in accordance with the “gentleman’s agreement” 
among the local coal dealers, there is a strong feeling that 
prices must drop considerably very soon, owing to the mild 
weather and the large quantities of coal arriving at this 
port. The receipts of coal at this city during the month 
of January are stated to have been 639,219 tons, 236,674 
tons of that quantity being anthracite from the Pennsylva- 
nia mines. Shipments from this city to interior towns 
have been more liberal of late than heretofore. Soft coal 
for steam use in round lots can be had now for $7.50 a 
ton on the cars, so that present prices are about double 
what manufacturers paid a year ago. The price of anthra- 
cite to city consumers is still being maintained at $12 a 
ton, although reports from some New England seaport 
towns state that the same grade of coal is retailing for 
much less.

Coal Lower in Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ]} 
PHILADELPHIA, February 2, 1903.—The first relief in the 
coal situation since the strike preluding a shortage began was 
experienced this week. Shipments were easier than for 


many weeks past and as a result the $5 rate at the mines 
for open market sales dropped to $4.25 and $4.50 early in 
the week, and today quotations range from $3.50 to $4. 
The relief to manufacturers under present conditions is 
very great, for not only are they securing a very much 
larger supply of their contract coal, which costs them $1.15 
to $1.50 at the mines, but their open market purchases can 
now be made readily at $3.50, where a week ago they were 
from $5 to $8 a ton. E. R. G. 





No Coal Shortage in Miami Valley. 
{FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, February 2, 1903.—There appears to be 
no immediate danger of a coal shortage in Dayton this 
week, though for a time last week the indications were de- 
cidedly for a scarcity. It is possible that the moderate 
weather had something to do with the supply and demand, 
particularly the latter. But the shortage which was prom- 
ised by the dealers did not materialize. “The manufactur- 
ers are getting along in a sort of a hand to mouth fashion,” 
said a dealer, “and it has been mere luck that some have 
been enabled to operate. In Cincinnati the supply has been 
fairly good and the prices are comparatively low, owing to 
river transportation. Dealers in that city advised all buy- 
ers to lay in proper supplies in anticipation of a shortage 
next week. Just what the situation will be remains to be 
seen, of course.” M. V. 

Black River Valley Better Supplied. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., February 3, 1903.—The fuel problem, 
which was causing so much anxiety among mill owners in 
the Black River Valley two or three weeks ago, is not a 
matter of so much concern at the present time. Supplies 
are coming in more freely now and no further trouble is 
anticipated. The people who are getting the worst of it 
now are the local dealers, who have contracts to deliver 
coal at a price from $2 to $3 less per ton than it will now 
sell for in the open market. The coal companies, having a 
market elsewhere at better prices, naturally want to take 
advantage of any sort of an excuse to delay shipments to 
this section. Their tardiness keeps the local dealers hus- 
tling. So long as contracts are being filled and the mills kept 
going, however, no one seems inclined tocomplain. The mill 
owners have learned during the past few months that it is 
well to have a supply of coal ahead and it is understood 


that the larger plants will increase their storage capacity, 
and, taking advantage of the most favorable part of the 
year for transportation, get in supplies sufficient to carry 
them through prolonged railroad blockades. B. 





Coal Plentiful But High at Niagara. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

NraGara Fats, February 2, 1903.—The coal situation 
here has not been strained, but the mills have had to pay 
for their fuel. The situation at the Falls as to coal is 
much the same as to water. The Niagara never runs dry, 
and the coal cars come this way with a similar regularity. 
Buffalo is the great distributing centre for this section of 
the country and Canada. The producers or operators have 
seen to it that Buffalo commission houses have been kept 
pretty well supplied. The manufacturers have not suf- 
fered to any great extent. The managers of the paper mills 
here all agree that there has been plenty of coal, but the 
scheme to hold it up for the big prices has been most suc- 
cessfully carried out. There has been no famine here like 
at Lockport, where the mayor and prominent citizens had 
to go to Buffalo and Rochester and bid the top price for 
coal to get it to their city to relieve the serious situation. 
The mills had to pay “big prices, and in one or two in- 
stances were compelled to close down. At present at the 
Falls soft coal is bringing $5 to $5.50 a ton, which formerly 
was $2.40 to $2.50. W. E. T. 





Usual Supplies in Wisconsin.

Reports from the Maine logging woods are to the effect 
that the choppers have finished work in most sections, and 
are now ready to come out. Hauling from the yards to 
the landings is progressing rapidly. Since last reports 
there has been a decided change in the weather conditions, 
a two days’ thaw, with considerable rain, having succeeded 
the cold wave, with the result that the roads are now soft 
and in some places badly broken up. There was none too 
much snow when the thaw began, and a heavy fall is 
needed now to make good hauling. 


The Maine State Board of Health has asked the Legisla- 
ture for an appropriation of $10,000 for the establishment of 
quarantines or detention camps for woodsmen, to guard 
against the spread of smallpox in all parts of the 
State by men returning from the lumber camps. Small- 
pox has been prevalent in Aroostook County and along 
the upper St. John, and it is proposed to establish a 
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detention camp at the mouth of the St. Francis River, 
where the loggers will be held up for a week or two as 
they come out of the woods, and their clothing disinfected 
before they are allowed to enter the towns. 


More Troubles in Freight Matters. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

ApPLeton, Wis., February 2, 1903.—The paper manu- 
facturers are having a new subject to worry about this 
week. The congestion of freight on the railways and the 
fact that so many cars from Western roads have gone 
East and are being held there, has caused the roads to 
make the rule this week that no shipments shall be made 
to points outside their lines except in cars belonging to 
companies whose lines reach the point of destination. 

But this is not the worst of it. A prominent railroad 
man is authority for the statement that the roads running 
through this district are seriously contemplating refusing, 
for a period of say ten days, to accept any business except 
perishable freight and coal, in order that they may have 
an opportunity to move the cars that are sidetracked all 
along their lines. The man referred to said that his 
company had 800 such loaded cars lost between Milwau- 
kee and Chicago alone, which it was unable to move, and 
that his company was short 10,000 cars that were being 
held and used by Eastern roads between Chicago and 
Pittsburg, with no prospect of getting them back before 
navigation opens. The principal causes of the present 
congested condition are, first, lack of motive power, and, 
secondly, shortage of fuel. What the condition would be 
if freight shipments should cease for ten days can be 
better imagined than described. One thing is certain— 
that the roads have decided not to let a single one more 
of their cars go off their own lines. Fox RIver.

[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Portland, Me., February 2, 1903.—It begins to look as 
though passengers who travel up and down the line of the 
Grand Trunk will have an opportunity to watch growing 
up under their eyes as they pass by another boom town. 
Gilead is the favored spot this time according to common 
report. Some time ago a survey of the river was made at 
that point, and then there was a statement made that this 
was done in behalf of the Berlin Mills Company. Now 
comes the information that this was polite fiction and that 
it was really being done for a very different purpose and 
in behalf of very different people. 

It seems that a company of men, including some well 
known locai capitalists, have had their eye on this section 
of the Androscoggin River for some time, as a suitable 
spot on which to erect a large sulphite mill with all the 
necessary accessories. It is now stated semi-officially that 
they have their plans pretty well in hand. The proposi- 
tion is to erect, as soon as possible, a ground wood pulp 
mill and a sulphite plant and paper mill to follow later on. 

One gentleman connected with the project readily ad- 
mitted that there was something in the wind, and that 
about all of the preliminary steps had been taken looking 
toward its start. He said that the people had options on 
or already owned timber rights to a large territory, and 
that they would pool their holdings and thus secure plenty 
of wood without the necessity of buying any more at pres- 
ent, or in fact in the future for some time to come. He 
further said that the proposed new mill was to be built, if 
it was built at all, for an investment, not to be sold to the 
International Paper Company, or the Canada Paper Com- 
pany, or any other large company at present existing. 

It was stated by another man that some of the contracts 


had been let out already, with the provision that if it was 
decided at the last minute not to undertake the work, the 
contracts would be held in abeyance until such time as it 
was deemed advisable to make a start. 

The proposed location of the new works is on the oppo- 
site side of the river from the Grand Trunk Railway, di- 
rectly opposite the suspension bridge that now spans the 
river at that point. 

The company would undoubtedly build another bridge 
across the river so as to be able to run cars over, and thus 
would have all the advantages of closer railroad connec- 
tion.

Maine Men Organize Lumber Company. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Avucusta, Me., February 2, 1903.—Hon. Charles A. Mil- 
liken, formerly mayor of Augusta; James W. Parker and 
A. W. Brown, of Portland, have formed a corporation 
known as the St. John Lumber Company, with a paid up 
capital of $250,000, and provision for an increase to $500,- 
000. They have bought out the Van Buren Lumber Com- 
pany, thereby securing one of the finest mill sites in north- 
eastern Maine. 

These men are now engaged in building a large mill on 
the St. John, the output of which will be 20,000,000 feet of 
long lumber and 30,000,000 shingles annually. 

In connection with this enterprise, the St. John Lumber 
Company has bargained for a fourth interest in the most 
northerly township in Maine. This will give it 9,000 acres, 
said to be heavily timbered with spruce and cedar. 

Mr, Milliken is also said to be interested with other Port- 
land parties in a plan for a new pulp mill in Gilead. It is 
proposed to erect a ground wood pulp mill, and probably 
a sulphite plant and paper mill later.

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DEATH OF ELISHA MORGAN. 


: The Well Known Envelope and Paper Manufacturer Passes 
/ Away Suddenly on Sunday Last—Sketch of His 
Long Career—The Funeral,

Elisha Morgan, president of the American Writing Paper 
Company, died at his home, 273 State street, Springfield, 
yesterday morning, of angina pectoris. The illness which 
proved fatal was of short duration, and although he had 
ye suffered from the disease for the past three years and had 
iB. been ill more or less for ten years his death was not ex- 

4 pected and came as a most sudden blow to his relatives 
and friends. The illness which terminated in his death 
came on just before midnight Saturday evening, and Mr. 
Morgan died about 11 a. m. Sunday, having been ill a lit- 
: tle less than twelve hours. The end was most peaceful, 
: and up to a short time before his death he was able to 
converse with those members of his family as were able to 
reach his bedside, but at the end he sank into a gentle, 
quiet slumber, and died as one falling asleep. All day 
Saturday Mr. Morgan was about as usual, and in the morn- 
ing he was at the offices of the American Writing Paper 
Company, and the afternoon and a part of the evening he 
spent at his club,and was apparently in good spirits and his 
usual health. He was sixty-nine years old, and was born 
in Northfield, Mass., the son of colonial stock, who came 
to this country in 1636 and for generations tilled the soil.

Company, of this city, and of the Chester Paper Company,

| ville, Me., and the Springfield Printing and Binding Com- 
i pany, of Springfield, Mass. He was the founder of the 
} Morgan Envelope Company, of Springfield, which was in- 
, corporated in 1872, and was treasurer of the company till 
1884, when Robert W. Day succeeded him, Mr. Morgan 
being elected president of the company. Mr. Morgan was 
largely identified with the envelope trade and kindred in- 


dustries, and a prime mover in the organization of the 
United States Envelope Company in 1897, and was 
elected a vice president of the company. He was also 
interested in the organization of the American Writing 
Paper Company, and was elected to the presidency of 
this company upon its formation, a position which he 
since held. He was also closely identified with some 
of the strongest institutions in Western Massachusetts, 
and was a man of stability and worth. He was the orig-

inal contractor with the United States for making postal 
cards, and his company held the contract for many years. 
He was never called upon to perform a duty wherein he 
failed, and, although he began life in a humble way in his 
father’s store at Northfield, he rose rapidly, and at the age 
of eighteen entered the Greenfield office of the old Con- 
necticut River Railroad as a clerk. He was promoted from 
time to time by the company, and at the age of twenty- 
five was made the general ticket agent of the road, a posi- 
tion which he held till 1864, when he left the company to 
start the envelope business, which afterward grew to large 
proportions, much larger than he dared hope for at the 
beginning. 
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In politics Mr. Morgan was a Republican, being chair- 
man of the Springfield city committee from 1888 till 1900, 
and was an elector from Massachusetts in the presidential 
elections of 1888 and 1902. He was a member of the Gov- 
ernor’s council of this State in 1892-3, and was a close 
friend of the late Governor Russell, although belonging to 
the opposite political party. He represented Massachusetts 
at the Columbian Exposition at Chicago, and was a judge 
of the paper exhibit also. He will be greatly missed by his 
associates in business and by his coworkers in the Amer- 
ican Writing Paper Company. 

Elisha Morgan is survived by a widow, formerly Miss 
Sarah Grant, of Manchester, Conn.; two sons, Roger and 
Daniel H., and two daughters, Helen, wife of Frank L 
Worthy, and Louise C., wife of Alfred Leeds Ferry.

A Philadelphia Order That Was Filled by Making a Trip 
to New York and Boston—The Necessity 
for the Mark, 








PHILADELPHIA, February 3, 1903.—‘‘No such advance 
as the present has been made in first class ledgers since 
1879,” said the well known manager of a book paper 
mill today. “Mention of the year 1879 recalls to my mind 
a ream of ledger paper with the year as watermark 
that I sold for a little over $50, although the market price 
was less than $9. And the story is a bit of the unwritten 
history of Philadelphia. 

“I only learned the facts long after I was concerned in 
the sale. They are known to only two or three people 
in this cjty and have never been published. 

“I was called on at that time by a‘certain printer, who 
showed me a ledger made of paper watermarked 1879 
‘I must have a ream of that paper, no matter what the 
price,’ he said. and he added: ‘I have had every store in 
Philadelphia gone through by a representative and there 
is not a pound here. But I must have that ream at any 
price.’ 

“I went to.New York and spent a couple of days going 
over stock there. Then I jour- 
neyed to Boston, and was about to give up my search 
when I chanced to find a ream in the store of Carter, 
Rice & Co. .I purchased it anonymously, had it sent to 
my hotel, and then packing it in my grip—an old fash- 
ioned affair that would ordinarily contain two full suits 
of clothes—I brought it back to Philadelphia. The ream, 
it was the old time blue demy, 28 pound kind, cost $8.40 
in Boston and $44.13 additional for expenses in 
Philadelphia.”

In the wood pulp department we continue to increase 
our imports and decrease our exports. In December,. 1901 
we imported pulp to the value of $177,395, and in Decem- 
ber, 1902, to the value of $364,386.

eral, the increase in sales to us by Germany being $331,264, 
by other Europe $346,615, and by British North America 
$557,921—a total increase in our imports of pulp of $1,235,-

This increase in the year’s imports was gen- 


800. In December, 1901, we exported pulp to the value of 
$10,195, and in December, 1902, to the value of $39,443, a 
loss of $10,195 on the month’s business. In 1901 we ex- 
ported pulp to the value of $861,714, and in 1902 to the 
value of $620,347, a loss of $241,367 on thé year’s business. 

These results, of course, are almost, if not entirely, due to 
the very excellent demand that has existed for the year 
in the home market, and is an indication that so long as 
trade continues in its present proportions, we cannot de- 
vote enough product to export trade to cause the figures 
showing the year’s work in foreign markets to increase to 
any extent. 


The Advance in Ledgers. 
On Saturday last the trade was notified that beginning 
on Monday the discounts on Brown and Weston’s No. 1 


"ledgers would be 15 per cent. instead of 25 per cent, on 


Crane’s 20 instead of 30 per cent., while those of the Par- 
sons Paper Company would be sold on a new list, giving 
ream prices with new discounts. Notices were also re- 
ceived, advancing second class ledgers and other high 
grade papers. The notices, of course, caused a good deal 
of commotion, and there was a scurrying about to make 


‘ 


the necessary readjustments. 


It is a long time since the price on No. 1 ledgers has 
been changed, and even old timers in the trade are not 
able to state with any accuracy when any such advance 
as this was made. The advance was so shocking to one 
Philadelphia dealer that he was moved to grow reminiscent 
and tell of the purchase of a ream of paper, watermarked 
1879, at a price that makes the present figure look puny. 

The manufacturers, who have pushed their prices up, have 
felt for some time that they must have more money for their 
product. They have been running shorter time, and the 
cost of production has been increased not only by this, but 
by the higher prices of raw materials, &c., notably coal. 


The price of coal has been a very direct factor in the in- 


* crease of cost, and even at the present ruling figures the 


added expense to the paper manufacturers is noticeable in 
each pound of paper. 

Manufacturing stationers and blank book men will un- 
doubtedly feel the advance most keenly, and it will prob- 
ably disarrange their figures on work for which they have 
contracted but for which they have not yet secured their 


paper.

However, it is hardly possible to please everyone, 


them under the circumstances. 


There are not wanting evidences that the straw board 
output of the country will be increased during this year. 
From a news article on page 163 our readers will see that 
active preparations are under way for the construction of 
several mills, some in the East and some in the West, the 
greater number, of course, being in the latter section. The 
straw board portion of the paper industry has not been 
favored with any notable additions to its ranks in some 
time, so that if the volume of business continues as large 
as at present, the new product will have no great difficulty 
in finding its way to customers at proper prices. It is un- 
derstood that there are also in course of incubation several 
other enterprises in the straw board line as to which it is 
not yet time to speak definitely. « 


The Wisconsin manufacturers are having presented to 
them the possibility that the railroads on which they de- 
pend for the transportation of their goods may for a period 
of ten days decline to accept any freight except coal and 
perishable goods, hoping by that means to clear their tracks 
of the present accumulation. This, of course, is a radical 
remedy, to be adopted only as an extreme measure. The 
railroads have also decided not to allow their freight cars 
to go off their own lines, and this fact will add one more to 
the many present troubles of the maker of paper. 


The coal situation has been relieved somewhat, mainly 
by the decreased demand for anthracite, due to warmer 
weather. Conditions, however, are by no means what they 
should be and prices will have to drop very considerably 
before the paper manufacturer will feel safe as to his outgo 
on fuel account. With the lessening in demand for hard 
coal, supplies to the mills have gone forward much more 
freely, and as a result no shutdowns because of lack of 
fuel are reported. We frust that there will be no more. 


The advantages possessed by a location adjacent to New 
York are favorably regarded by a paper making company 
that is building a mill at Long Island City for the produc- 

‘tion of roofing and sheathing paper. It sees in such a loca- 
tion a short haul for both its raw material and its finished 
product, and in regarding well these points it does not 
stand alone. Some members of the industry say that the 
time is not far distant when the Jersey meadows will fur- 
nish a site for a successful mill.

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BRITISH PAPER TRADE UNIONS. 


Fourteenth Annual Report of the Chief Labor Correspond- 
ent of the British Board of Trade—Statistics 
as te Membership. 








[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE youRNAL.] 

Lonpon, January 21, 1903.—The fourteenth annual report 
by the chief labor correspondent of the Board of Trade on 
trades unions in the United Kingdom and all the various 
organizations which have grown out of them has just been 
issued. The report brings the statistics of trades unions, 
trades councils and federations up to the end of 1901. 

The membership of the unions in the kingdom was 1,922,- 
780 at the end of 1901, an increase of 12,166 over 1900. The 
income of the 100 principal unions in 1901 was £2,062,000, 
or nearly £100,090 more than in 1900. The expenditure also 
shows an increase, namely, from £1,475,000 to £1,656,000. 
The accumulated funds of these societies were £4,161,916, 
or about £400,000 more than at the end of 1900, and nearly 
£1,000,000 more than in 1899. 

In the printing, &c., group of trades (which includes the 
unions in the paper trade) there was an increase in mem- 
bership of 958, or 1.7 per cent. In these trades the total 
amount of expenditure on dispute, unemployed, sick and 
accident, superannuation, funeral and other benefits in the 
period 1892-1901 was £590,511. The largest proportion of 
the total expenditure on unemployed benefit is attributed to 
these trades. In all, there were 70,227 workpeople in these 
unions at the end of 1901, of whom 823 were females. 

In the trades unions directly connected with the paper 
and stationery trades the largest is the National Amalga- 
mated Printers’ Warehousemen and Cutters, with 1,700 
members. The Amalgamated Printers’. Warehousemen, the 
Printers’ and Stationers’ Warehousemen, Cutters, &c., and 
the Manchester Printers’ and Stationers’ Cutters dissolved 
in 1900 in order to join the first named union. 

In the paper and vellum making, paper staining, &c., 
unions the Original Society of Paper Makers had 642 mem- 
bers; the London Paper Stainers, 82; the United Vellum 
and Parchment Makers, 92; the National Paper Mill Work- 
ers (eighteen branches), 733 (152 of whom were females 
and boys) ; the Paper Stainers’ Union of General Workers, 
217; the Machine Paper Stainers and Color Mixers, 122; 
the Amalgamated Paper Makers, 958; the United Card 
Edge Gilders and Card Blockers, 65 (dissolved in 1902) ; 
the Manchester Fancy Box Makers, 20; and the East Lon- 
don Card Board Box Makers, 90. The Nottingham Box 
Makers’ and Cutters’ Union dissolved in 1901. 

DetailS are given of the accounts of the National Paper 
Mill Workers. It appears that the 733 members had an 
income of £822 (or say $4,000) in the year under review. 
Of this amount £633 was raised by contributions and levies. 
Its funds at the end of 1900 were £697. For unemployed, 
traveling and emigration benefits £183 was spent; for dis- 
pute benefit, £338; for funeral benefit, £72, and for working 
and other expenses, £464. The year’s expenditure thus 
amounted to £1,057, leaving £462 in hand. The largest 
previous annual expenditure was £1,389, in 1893. 


The Gotham Paper Screen. 


No machine is of greater importance in the paper or 
pulp mill than the screen. Upon its efficiency depends, to 
a large extent, the quantity and quality of the mill’s prod- 
uct. But something more tlfan efficiency alone is required. 
The machine must be simple in its construction, yet 
strong enough to withstand the hard usage to which it is 
subjected in a paper mill. For the purpose of meeting 
these rigid requirements the Gotham screen was introduced 
in 1881, and it is said that it was the first practical 
diaphragm screen ever made. Since that first machine was 
set up for operation, the makers of the screen, the Brown- 
ville Iron Works, of Brownville, N.“Y., have changed the 
design of the machine to such an extent that greater sim- 
plicity and strength have been obtained. The efficiency of 
the machine has been increased by many ingenious devices, 
notably by the installation of deep gutlet openings for the 
discharge of the screened stock, and the employment of 
mechanism by which the diaphragms are operated with 
variable speed. : 

On the end legs a wooden bellows frame is carried, di- 
vided by girts into lateral sections, each of which forms 
part of a diaphragm or suction chamber. The screen vat is 
hinged to the bellows frame, so that it can be raised to 
permit examination and cleaning of the interior. When the 
machine is in operation the screen vat is firmly held down 
on the bellows frame by means of long tapered end bolts, 
passing straight through the wooden sides of the .screen 
vat, and fitting into brass nuts countersunk in the bottom 
edge of the bellows frame. 

Since the stock is screened on the vacuum principle, it 
becomes necessary to provide an air tight seal between the 
top edges of the bellows frame and the bottom edge of the 
screen vat. By tacking strips of felt packing on the outer 
edge and on the girts of the bellows frame an air tight 
joint is produced wherever the @dges and girts of the 


screen vat and bellows frame touch each other. Long ex- 
perience has proven that felt packing is far superior to 
rubber for the air tight joint; rubber is apt to crack and 
contract, thereby permitting air to leak past the bellows 
frame. 

In order to draw the stock through the exceedingly fine 
slots of the screen plates, a mechanism is employed which 
operates on the principle of a pump. The diaphragm or 
suction chambers are formed by the meeting of the felt 
packed girts of the bellows frame and the screen vat, by 
the screen plates, and by movable diaphragms of peculiar 
construction. Each diaphragm consists of a rubber dia- 
phragm, a wooden diaphragm and an iron diaphragm 
plate, arranged one above the other. The rubber dia- 
phragms, constituting the vacuum producing part of the 
construction, are secured to the girts of the bellows. To 
fasten the rubber and wooden diaphragm together, brass 
screws are used, passing through wooden protecting strips 
or cleats on the rubber diaphragm. The wooden diaphragm 
is in turn secured to the iron diaphragm plate by six 
bolts, fitted with double nuts for safety. The rubber 
and wooden diaphragm and the iron diaphragm plate, so 
firmly fastened together, constitute a single movable dia- 
phragm, which may well be likened to the piston of a 
pump, the diaphragm or suction chamber forming the cyl- 
inder. 

The piston rod of each diaphragm plate passes through 
a bridge tree secured to the bellows frame. The piston 
rod furthermore passes through the bronze bushing of a 
vertical bearing formed in a gooseneck casting, bolted to 
the bottom girders with four bolts on each side, and ad- 
ditionally fastened in place, for the sake of precaution, by 
a tapered pin. For convenience of reference the bearing 
and casting are called the “gooseneck bearing.” 

The plunger head, fastened to the lower end of the piston 
rod, has a groove, which receives a wooden shoe held 
firmly by set screws. This wooden shoe engages a four 
throw cam, keyed on a driving shaft, journaled in bearings 
in the end legs. Since the cam is a four throw cam, it 
follows that for every revolution of the shaft the wooden 
shoe and consequently the piston rod and diaphragm re- 
ciprocate four times, and since the speed of the shaft is 
about 175 revolutions per minute there will be 700 strokes 
per minute of the piston rod and diaphragm. The cams 
are arranged so as to operate successively, and so that al- 
ternate piston rods move upward, while the others moye 
down. ; ‘ 

The cams are not ordinarily four throw cams, but are 
shaped in a way to obtain the utmost efficiency from the 
suction. The incline by which the piston rod is forced up 
is about twice as abrupt as the incline for the down stroke. 
Consequently the up stroke of the piston rod is made in 
one-half the time required by the down stroke, The prac- 
tical effect of this variable stroke is to obtain, firstly, a 
quick and powerful blast up through the screen plate, so 
that all the slivers and other obstructions are blown out 
through the slots; and, secondly, a slow suction through 
clean stock, sufficiently prolonged to draw only the clean 
stock down through the screen plates and to leave the 
coarse stock behind. At either side of the cam is the 
lower half of a shaft bearing. The manner in which these 
bearings are lubricated is a distinguishing feature of the 
Gotham screen, Each cam turns in a well filled with oil. 
As the cam turns the oil is carried to the shaft bearings, 
and then flows back by gravity to the well when the cycle 
begins anew. This continuous lubrication is as effective 
as if an oil ring were employed. 

A brief description of the operation of the parts thus 
far described will not be out of place. As the shaft if 
driven at the rate of 175 revolutions per minute and the 
several cams turn, the piston rods are forced up 700 times 
per minute. The down stroke of the piston rod is effected 
by means of a powerful spring coiled around the piston 
rod and abutting at the upper end against the bridge tree 
and at the lower end against a brass nut threaded on the 
piston rod and held firmly in position by a check nut. 
On the up stroke the spring is compressed. When the up 
stroke is ended, the gradually expanding tense spring 
forces the piston rod down with that slower speed to 
which reference has already been made, Thus strokes of 
variable speed are produced, so that the rubber diaphragms 
are moved up and down with corrésponding variable 
speeds. At each long down stroke of the piston rods a 
partial vacuum 1s created in the diaphragm chamber, so 


that the stock is drawn through the slots of the screen 


plates; and at each up stroke the obstructions that may 
have settled on the screen plates are blown upward and 
away from the slots. The brass nut on the piston rod can 
be screwed up or down in order to adjust the tension of 
the spring. 

At the adjacent edges of each pair of diaphragm cham- 
bers are outlet passages, formed by girts in the bellows 
frame. These outlets extend lengthwise of the dia- 
phragm chamber, so that the very longest possible dis- 
charge opening is obtained, and the screened stock re- 
moved with the utmost rapidity. In this respect again the 
Gotham machine differs from others. — 

From the outlets of the diaphragm chambers the stock 
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passes down into spouts, projecting for a short distance in 
front of the machine. On the projecting portions of the 
spouts a flow box is placed, which is bolted to the bel 
lows frame and which is provided with openings leading 
into the spouts and with a single discharge opening. The 
spouts are hinged at one end to the flow box, and are 
supported at the other end by hanger bolts. The hanger 
bolts pass through clamp sticks, on which the spouts rest. 
Nuts at the end of the hanger bolts hold the parts in 
place. This novel and simple method of hinging and sup- 
porting the spouts is still another meritorious feature of 
the Gotham screen; for by unscrewing the nuts of the 
hanger belts and removing the clamp sticks the spouts 
can be swung down on their hinges and cleaned, without 
in the least affecting any other portion of the machine. 
The combined depth of the diaphragm chamber outlets 
and of the spouts is more than sufficiently ample to re- 
ceive all the stock screened, from which it follows that 
the machine can never be clogged by reason of inadequate 
discharges. 

From this description it is evident that the only part 
which js at all subject to much wear is the wooden shoe 
carried in the plunger head. When the wood has been 
worn up to the rim of the plunger head and the inser- 
tion of a new shoe is necessary, the old shoe can be 
knocked out after the set screws of the plunger head 
have been loosened. The expense incurred is a few cents; 
the time required a few minutes. 

The actuating mechanism includes no wrist pins, cranks 
or boards. The lubrication is automatically effected, 

The quick, upward blast and the slow down stroke oi 
the piston rods and the diaphragms increase the efficiency 
of the machine to a remarkable degree. The clogging oi 
the screen plate slots is avoided, and only clean stock of 2 
uniform grade is drawn down into the diaphragm chani- 
ber. Flow box spouts sufficiently deep and capacious to 
receive all the stock screened likewise prevent clogging: 
for without adequate off take no paper screen can do its 
work well, The rapidity with which the screened stock is 
discharged is one of the most notable features in the 
operation of the Gotham screen.

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ANIMAL SIZE. 


Care Should Be Exercised in Selecting It—Two Main 
Divisions or Classes—Some Precautions 
to Be Observed.

Owing to its extensive use in coating paper and the 
allied branches of the trade, animal size, gelatine or glue, 
is often an object of grave suspicion as to quality, and 
were it only possible to formulate a simple practical test 
for quality and suitability for mixing with the various 
ingredients and colors, &c., it is intended to be worked 
with the same would be highly acceptable. As a matter of 
fact the testing of glue and similar colloid bodies is quite 
a difficult operation even for the skilled analytical chemist, 
and unfortunately the figures obtained, even by the methods 
of testing recognized as standard, are generally more or 
less open to question. The first thing to be borne in mind 
in this connection is that the name of the glue is absolutely 
no criterion of its value for any given purpose and to a 
great extent the same may be said of the price. Rabbit 
pelt glue, Cologne glue, Russian fish glue, unbleached 
scale, &c., as a rule are only figments of the imagination, 
just like many of the fancy names given to aniline colors. 

There are two main divisions in glues, for practical 
purposes at least, as far as the paper and coating and 
allied branches are concerned—the glue made from skins, 
fish sounds and other non-ossified animal matter, and sec- 
ondly the glue made from bones—often call “patent 
glue,” instead of by its proper name “bone size,” and 
that mostly to conceal its true nature. In the former class 
go almost all the better grades of glue and size (animal), 
no matter what their trade name may be, and in the much 
more extensive latter class come a great many sizes of low 
grade and valueless or positively injurious for some pur- 
poses, either owing to want of sizing power or else to the 
presence of accidental impurities or purposely added 
foreign matter. It is quite true that for some purposes 





a well made bone size gives satisfactory results which can 
hardly be improved on by using a much more expensive 
material, but it is equally true that unless found by care- 
ful comparative or practical trials to be suitable for the 
purpose intended, so called patent or bone sizes are with 
perfect justice generally deemed capable of standing con- 
siderable watching by the experienced chemist and color 
mixer. 

It is customary to judge solid glues and adhesive com- 
pounds by transparency, but this is highly fallacious as a 
process is now in use for bleaching animal sizes with 
chlorine, which not only improves the color but also yields 
a product which is much more transparent than untreatéd 
stock. This bleaching process not only impairs the sizing 
and adhesive properties of the glue, but many colors both 
aniline and pigments are sensibly affected by such glue. 
A well made patent glue or bone size is usually beautifully 
clear and almost glassy in its transparency, and this in 
itself, especially at a low price, is suspicious to the ex- 
perienced eye. A certain grade of animal or bone size 
used to be made by boiling bones with water at low pres- 
sure and was quite suitable for many purposes, but most 
of the stuff now sold is made by treating the bones first 
with a solvent to extract the grease, then with muriatic 
acid to remove the phosphate of lime and finally with high 
pressure steam to make the size soluble irrespective of im- 
pairing its sizing power. 

Such size is quite liable to almost destroy some sensitive 
colors and perceptibly change the shade of others. Where 
much coloring matter is used with glue it is a good plan 
to keep a quantity on hand of a glue which has been found 
by practical trial to have all desired properties and no 
injurious action on color or any other ingrediént it is liable 
to be worked with. By making a comparative trial using 
the new glue for one mixture and the standard for an- 
other, and exposing both mixtures coated on paper or 
otherwise applied to the same conditions, during the time 
of test unpleasant contretemps may be avoided which are 
costly in time, money and temper, which after all has a 
money value also. 


As a general rule the glue that will take up the most 
water to form a tough jelly and yet not dissolve is the 
best in adhesive power and in many ways goes the furthest, 
but this is not absolute and better tests must be used for 
certainty. Comparative trials are probably the safest in 
this as in many other cases. However, as a generally and 
fairly safe guide for glues only of the same class the test 
by water absorption may be used in default of a more ac- 
curate one and is a good deal better than no test at all 
There are a great many interesting points connected with 
the technic and chemistry of glue and its industrial ap- 
plications, but a synopsis of these must find place in an- 
other article. 


New York's Forest Preserve. 


Appany, N. Y., February 2, 1903.—Statistics furnished 
by thé Forest, Fish and. Game Commission, from its 
forthcoming report to the Legislature, show an increase 
of 28,505 acres during the past year in the State Adiron- 
dack holdings. This increase is about equally divided be- 
tween lands secured by purchase and at tax sales. The 
forest preserve now contains a total of 1,436,686 acres, of 
which 1,352,356 are located in the Adirondacks and 84,330 
in the Catskills. 

The few forest fires reported have occurred chiefly on 
waste land, and the total value of standing timber de 
stroyed has amounted to only $9,150. This is reported 
as chiefly due to the efficiency of the system of fire war- 
dens under Lester S. Emmons, chief fire warden.

Opposition to the Great Northern Bill. 


Bancor, Me., February 3, 1903.—The so 
called Great Northern bill for the control 
of the west branch of the Penobscot River, 
which is to be the subject of a hearing be- 
fore the legislative committee on interior 
waters on February 19, continues to be the 
chief topic of discussion among lumbermen 
and in business circles generally through- 
out Eastern Maine. The Bangor Board of 
Trade has adopted resolutions protesting 
against the passage of the bill, on the 
ground that it is “detrimental to the inter- 
ests of the State of Maine and to the in- 
dustries along the Penobscot River below 
the plant of the Great Northern Paper 
Company.” 

President McNulty, of the Penobscot Log 
Driving Company, has issued a call for a 
special meeting of that corporation, to be 
held on February 10, “for the purpose of 
deciding upon what action the members of 
said Penobscot Log Driving Company 
should take to protect its interests and 
property, also the interests of the down 
river log owners who are members of said 
company.” President McNulty adds: “This 
call is issued because the present board of 
directors of the Penobscot Log Driving 
Company are directors elected by the Great 


Northern Paper Company, and _ have 
by vote’ postponed the annual meeting 
of the company for the purpose of 


seeing what action the Legislature of Maine 
will take in regard to House Bill No. 
I, now pending in the Legislature, by which 
the Great Northern seeks to obtain, by 
right of eminent domain, the property and 
franchises of said Penobscot Log Driving 
Company.”
